.tcrapc hy day to day, but the extra trimmings of the Holiday 
.icajon are beyond her means. She looks to the Northwest Opportu- 
nlly Center and other local service organizations to provide the 
Christmas cheer her family would otherwise miss. 


Bertha's plight is shared by (he 4,ono other low-income families 


living in the Northwest suburbs. Ana Casadas. an opportunity staff 
member said. The center provides counseling to the families on 
housing, health care service, social services and legal problems. 


IT'S HARD FOR low-income families all year around. At Christ- 


mas. I Imagine they have something at home, but probably the 
biggest gifts they get will be from the center," she said. 


The center recently sponsored a Christmas party for children of 


low-income families. The celebration was attended by more than 
Tno persons, including S75 children. Each child left with a gift 
donated by local churches. Scout troops and civic organizations. 
Girl Scout Cadet Troop 519 provided the entertainment. 


Some low-income families also will be the recipients of Christ- 


mas dinner sponsored by the center Miss Casadas said. 


"We have to be selective about giving out the dinners. We have 


4.000 families and we'll only get about 20 donated dinners," she 
said, adding that each meal will include a turkey or ham, canned 
goods and fresh vegetables. 


MICHAEL RAIMONDt. center director, said there are few or- 


ganizations working with the needy on a regular basis. 


"We're the only organization that is responsible for this kind of 


thing. There are a lot of organizations doing fund drives, but they 
can only handle it on a limited scale," he said. 


Ralmondi said the Chistmas season brings a warm response 


from suburban residents for requests to help the needy. He said 
the interest drops, however, when the holidays end. 


"Our needs go on throughout the year but people don't realize 


it," he said.

hard. 


"One of the drivers had tears in his 


eyes," one employe said. "He's one of 
the older ones. It'll probably be hard- 
er for him to find another job. 


"For me, maybe it won't be so bad,1 


another employe said. "I'm 47, so I 
might still get in under the wire. But 
some of the guys are 56, 57. I don't 
know, maybe it's better that It hap- 
pened now than three years from 
now." 


Fred E. Kche, owner of the fleet of 


11 tractors and 25 trailers which his 
father started in 1926, said the in- 
creasing number of big freight and 
transfer companies forced him to sell. 
"The little carriers don't have a 
chance anymore," he said. 


"I KEEL SOHItY for them myself," 


Kehe said of his drivers. "But what 
can you do? 1 hate to turn the guys 
out. but those big outfits are taking 
over the little guys." 


For the employes, the news coming 


only two days before Christmas made 
it all the more bitter. "You can't plan 
a vacation, that's for sure," one em- 
ploye said.

Thousands of pilgrims 
pray at Jesus' birthplace 


Bethlehem, Israeli-occupied Jordan 


(UPD—The lioman Catholic patri- 
arch of Jerusalem led thousands of 
pilgrims through the Judcan hills past 
a gauntlet of armed Israeli soldiers to 
Christmas Eve prayers at the birth- 
place of Jesus. 


Msgr. Giacomo Bcltritti sang ves- 


pers for a crowd of about 5,000 Chris- 
tian pilgrims inside and outside the 
cream-colored Church of the Nativity. 


Mayor Elias Freij predicted the 


largest number of visitors in Bethle- 
hem for Christmas ceremonies since 
Isrcal captured the town from Jordan 
(luring the 1%7 Middle East War. 


"This will be a record for the last 10 


years," Freij said as he viewed the 
arriving Christians. "We expect 20,000 
visitors in Manger Square tonight - - 
more than double the figure of last 
year." 


MSfiR. I1EI.TKITTI traveled the six 


miles from Jerusalem to Bethlehem 
in the early afternoon in a convoy of 
two doien vehicles, including a truck 
of Israeli soldiers and a jeep with a 
machine gun on top. 


Six Israeli mounted policemen, car- 


rying wooden staffs bearing colorful 
pennants, accompanied the convoy on 
horseback through the green, rolling 
hills of ancient Judca. 


Bcltritti. 
wearing a gold cross 


around his neck and a bishop's miter, 
was greeted in Manger Square by Lt. 
Col. Shabtai Brill, Isrcal's red-beard- 
ed military governor in Bethlehem. 


The prelate then followed a colorful 


crowd of deacons in blue robes, choir- 
boys in red, acolytes in black and 
monks in brown into St. Catherines, 
the Roman Catholic section of the 
Church of the Nativity. 


A CROWD of about 1.000 persons 


followed Bcltritti into the church to 
hear vespers. The remaining -1,000 in 
the square at the time strolled 
through crowds of Arabs hawking 
souvenirs as a band played "Come All 
Ye Faithful." 


Israeli troops in bittle gear «ct up 


three roadblocks between Jerusalem 
and Bethlehem, blocking all vehicles 
except those with special permits. 
Troons patrolled the hills where shep- 
herds tended their flocks in the days 
of Roman rule when Jesus was born. 


At 
Manger Square, 
a soldier 


stopped a nun, opened her plastic 
shopping bag and searched among the 
potatoes inside for bombs. There were 
none. 


A black-uniformed Israeli police 


band played Broadway show tunes in 
the square and a procession of color- 
f u l l y clad Boy Scouts marched 
through the square. 


Merchants set up tables on the 


steep streets leading to the square 
and laid out an assortment of nuts, 
candies and cakes for visitors. A man 
in a Santa Glaus suit walked through 
the side streets ringing a bell.

Lu Wilson leans back on her desk, lights up a 


clgaret and chats on the phone with a young woman 
about Christmas, families and the death of Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley. 


In another corner of the small paneled office, Moi- 


sette. a 20-vear-old secretary talks on the phone to 
an 18-year-old woman addicted to drugs and alcohol. 
The conversation will last for more than an hour. 


For volunteers at the hot line at Omnl-House: 


Youth Services Bureau, an evening's work can range 
from small talk with a lonely shut-In to discussions 
with an emotionally disturbed teen-ager. During the 
holiday season, the load increases. 


"Problems seem to Ret bigger during the holidays. 


There's too much pressure — people doing things 
thcv have to do but don't want to do," Mrs. Wilson, 
the hotline coordinator said. 


HOTLINE VOLUNTKF.RS range In age from 16 to 


the mid-40's. All receive Intensive training where 
they are Instructed in "apathetic listening," Mrs. 
Wilson said. Volunteers are not allowed to counsel 
callers, but are told to direct them to the proper 
service agency, she said. 


Many of the calls received by the hotline deal with 


famllv problems, especially during the holidays, 
Mrs. Wilson said. 


"People who are not with their families want to be 


and people who have cotten tocether with their fami- 
lies after a long scoaratlon arc often disappointed. 
Their expectations arc more," she said. 


Mrs. Wilson said calls "definitely pick up" during 


the Christmas season, citing one evening when 12 
phone calls came in during a four-hour period. The 
normal rate Is three or four calls an evening, she 
said. 


"EVERYONE FEELS the holidays should be hap- 


F,v times. When they're not, they think something Is 
wrong with them," she said. 


On a normal evening, the hotline will receive calls 


dealing with everything from sex and drugs to fami- 


ly problems. Mrs. Wilson recalls one night when a 
middle-aged man called to discuss "Ms wife who is 
volunteering for everything and never home." 


Another call was from a woman who was worried 


about her son "being engaged to a girl she couldn't 
stand," Moisette said. 


"The lady pretty well had her mind made up. She 


just needed some support," she said. 


THE HOTLINE also received a call from a young 


married couple who wanted to know how "the 
rh)thm method works," Moisette said. 


"They were reading a sex manual and they said it 


had so many big words, they didn't understand it," 
she said. 


For many callers, the hotline serves as a friendly 


voice In an otherwise hostile world. 


"We get a lot of calls from people who are lonely, 


who just call to rap. They feel they have to talk to 
somebody," Moisette said. 


One such caller, a Korean War veteran, calls the 


hotline several times a week, Mrs. Wilson said. 


"He's a paraplegic and confined In a vetcrans's 


hospital. He's a very intelligent man and well read. 
All he has is the phone, his reading material and the 
TV. He's pretty well trapped there," she said. 


ANOTHER CALLER, a 27-year-old woman, has 


phoned the hotline regularly for the past four years. 
She sends the volunteers sketches and cards with 
notes Inscribed "Thank you for time, care and stick- 
Ing by me." 


Mrs. Wilson said there is a high turnover among 


hotline volunteers because of the emotional burden 
of listening to other people's problems. 


"We're always looking for new volunteers. Most 


people stay for about 2',4 years before they burn out. 
After that they look for something else to do," she 
said. 


The Omni-House Hotline Is S41-HELP. The hours 


are 7 to 11 p.m. Sunday through Thursday and 8 p.m. 
to midnight Friday and Saturday. 


Other tries criticized 
Coast Guard attempts 
burning away oil spill 


NANTUCKET. Musi. (UPI) - The 


Coast Guard, criticized for Its han- 
dling of the worst East Coast oil spilt 
In history. Friday prepared to ignite a 
portion of the oil slick coating an esti- 
mated 3,000 square miles of rich At- 
lantic Ocean fishing grounds. 


The chemical assault on the oil spill 


was the first attempt to attack (he 
spill of the tanker Argo Merchant 
since the grounded ship began leaking 
its cargo Into waters 27 miles off this 
resort bland. 


A HELICOPTER was to dust a 


small section of the 100-mile long oil 
spill with "silica" powder, a sub- 
stance that promotes combustion. A 
time delay device tested earlier in 
the day was to be us«d to ignite the 
mixture. 


"This Is an experiment In'a con- 


trolled area," a Coast Guard spokes- 
man said. "We have no Idea if it will 
be successful in burning the oil." 


The manufacturer of the substance 


said It had been used to dispose of 
Industrial oil leaking from a ship afiro 
near Stockholm, Sweden. 


A change in wind direction to the 


northwest was expected to drive tho 
menacing oil spill away from the 
10,000 square mile Georges Bank fish- 
ing grounds. Wind was building to 30 
knots and seas rolling In eight-foot 
waves. 


No evidence showed that the fudge- 


like Industrial oil reached ocean bot- 
tom. Experts said It could take four to 
ten years for tho ocean floor to com- 
pletely recover from heavy deposits of 
oil.

NEXT WEEK, the President-elect 


will gather his Cabinet and New 
York's top executive officers, Gov. 
Hugh Varey and Mayor Abraham 
Bcame, at St. Simons, an Island off 
the south coast of Georgia, for wide- 
ranging talks on policy and New 
York's finances. 


Carter signed off at his news confer- 


ence announcing the rest of his ap- 
pointments Thursday with an ex- 
pression of hope "that we can enter 
the New Year with a commitment to 
being closer together, to sharing our 
problems and our opportunities ..." 


Carter penciled in the last name for 


his cabinet by selecting Washington 
attorney and former Johnson White 
House adviser Joseph Califano to 
head the U.S. Dept. of'Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare. 


With Califano, Carter also named 


former Ford Defense Sec. James 
Schlcsingcr as a White Houso assist- 
ant "for coordination of all energy ef- 
forts," and Theodore Sorenson, a for- 
mer speech writer and adviser to 
President John Kennedy, to be direc- 
tor of the CIA. 


OVER-ALL. CARTER'S campaign 


promise of new faces in his adminis- 
tration went unfulfilled In the choice 
of a Cabinet. He picked seven veter- 
ans of other administrations, plus two 
c o n g r e s s m e n - a mostly middle- 
aged, middle-of-the-road group. 


Carter has noted he still has many 


important appointments to moke at 
the Cabinet level and others, as he 
described of "acute importance" such 
as FBI director. 


The President-elect has indicated ho 


believes it within his power to replace 
FBI director Clarence Kelley, even 
though the tenure for that position is 
now set at 10 years.

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Greek extremists claim 
credit for Welch murder 


PAIUS (LTD - A Greek leftwing 


extremist group today claimed re- 
sponsibility for the assassination of 
Athens CIA chief Richard Welch, 
killed outside hu home Dec. 23, 1973. 


In a long explanation published by 


the French left-wing newspaper, Lib- 
eration, the Greek organization gave 
a detailed account of the killing done 
to "revenge the Immense crimes of 
the CIA against the Greek people." 


According to the account, the group, 


the Revolutionary Organization of No- 
vember 17, named for a 1973 left-wing 
student uprising against former mili- 
tary government in Greece, put Welch 
under close surveillance after he ar- 
med In Athens, June 15, 1973. 


TIIK ASSASSINATION was con- 


ducted by three persons "cleanly and 
efficiently" M> as to kill only Welch, 
the article said. 


"Welch's wife and chauffeur had no 


direct responsibility in the crimes 


committed by the CIA against our 
people . . . Our decision was that 
Welch and only Welch had to be exe- 
cuted," the Greek organization said. 


The organization said the killers, 


nding in a light green Simca with no 
license plates, followed Welch's chauf- 
feur-driven black Ford after the agent 
left a reception. 


When Welch's chauffeur drew up in 


front of his residence, Mrs. Welch got 
out of the car to open the gate. The 
Simca had pulled up on the other side 
of the street, the article said. 


T II K E E ORGANIZATION mem- 


bers, wearing masks and armed with 
.43 caliber Coll revolvers, got out of 
the car and ordered the Welches and 
their chauffeur to put their hands 
over their heads. 


According to the article, Welch, who 


was fluent in Greek, callcl out a dis- 
mayed, "What?" Then one of them 
fired three shots at Welch who fell to 


the ground. Throughout the Incident, 
Sirs. Welch stood "completely still, 
right 'next to us, looking at us." The 
chauffeur sought refuge in front of the 
car. 


"Immediately after," the commu- 


nique said, "we got back into the car . 
. . We changed cars ... and as in- 
credible as it may seem, the Simca 
we used was nver found by the police, 
even one week after the action, de- 
spite the fact that it was less than one 
mile from the spot and that it had no 
license plates." 


SWAT team frees 12 
held hostage in store

(L'f'I) — A masked gunman who held 
a dozen store employes captive fur 
(MO hours was taken into custody Fri- 
day without any shots being fired. 


Member* of tho Special Weapons 


and Tactics team arrested the sus- 
pect, still wearing a ski-mask, 3" 3 
hours after he made his way into the 
Alpha Beta supermarket that morning 
and herded 12 store employes into a 
storage room which ho locked shut 
with a set of handcuffs. 


Another employe had managed to 


escape and called police who cor- 
doned off a two-block area and sur- 
rounded the store with heavily-armed 
officers. 


The hostages, three women and five 


men, were freed after two hours of 
captivity. SWAT officers 
reached 


them through a hole In the store's roof 
and then led them to safety down a 
fire department ladder. 


None of the hostages was Injured, 


though they were cold from being 
held in the unhcatcd storage room. 


The gunman was not immediately 


identified. 


French envoy 
murdered by 
Paris group 


PARIS (UPI) — Prince Jean de 


Broglle, who helped end the Algerian 
war, was shot dead Friday on a Paris 
sidewalk and a racist group opposed 
to the immigration of "African scum" 
took responsibility for the slaying. 


The 55-year-old aristocrat died from 


two bullets fired into his head at 
point-blank range by a tall youth 
wearing a sweater and Jeans who fled 
into a crowd of holiday shoppers. 


Hours later, a person phoned the 


French news agency and said the ex- 
tremist "Charles Martcl Club" had 
killed de Broglie "as a man co-re- 
sponsible for tho occupation of our 
country by the African scum." 


The killing of do Broglie, France's 


chief negotiator in the 1962 secret 
talks that ended the seven-year Alge- 
rian war of independence, was the 
first assassination of a French politi- 
cal figure In many years, police said. 


Controller blamed in air crash 


BELGRADE. Yugoslavia (UPI) - 


An Investigatory commission Friday 
blamed an air traffic controller for 
h i s t o r y ' s worst Inflight collision, 
charging he forgot he gave permission 
to a Jetliner to climb to the spot 
where it smashed into another Jet. 


The commission said the controller 


realized his error only 40 seconds be- 
fore impact and by then it was too 
late, All ITS persons aboard the two 
planes were killed. 


A Yugoslav DC9 owned by the Inox- 


Adria Charter Company and carrying 
113 persons, mostly West German 
lourlstt. collided Sept. 10 with a Brit- 
ish Trident with 63 persons aboard as 
it cruised at 3.1.000 feet on a flight 
from London to Istanbul. There wcro 
no jurvhors. 


AN EARLIER report by Jhc com- 


mission, nhich included British and 
West German investigators, said the 
left wing of the DO sliced into the 


cockpit of the Trident, decapitating 
the pilot and copilot. 


Taking off from Split on tho Yugos- 


lav Adriatic coast and headed for Co- 
logne, West Germany, the DC9 re- 
ceived permission from the Zagreb re- 
gional air controller to climb to 33,000 
feet. It brought it Into the path of the 
cruising Trident, but tho controller 
apparently was distracted by other 
air traffic In his vicinity. 


"Performing the operations on guid- 


ing the other planes within his com- 
petence, the flight controller lost sight 
of tho permission issued and fulled to 
apply tho regulations prescribed for 
separating the planes," the commis- 
sion said. 


It said the controller "became 


aware of the threat of a collision 
about 40 seconds before the disaster. 


"Tho controller immediately tried 


to prevent the collision by Informing 
the DC9 crew that they have a piano 
in front of them and ordering them in 


Serbo-Croat to stay at the altitude . 
reached" of 32,500 feet. It was then 
500 feet below the Trident. 


"BUT." THE commission 
said, 


"this order was Issued late and the 
plane which was in tho process of 
climbing 
could not instantly be 


brought into horizontal flight, this 
was achieved only at the altitude at 
which the Trident was flying." 


The commission said there was 


good visibility at the time of Impact. 
But without elaboration aboard added, 
"many other circumstances contrib- 
uted to the collision of these planes." 


Tho jetliners smashed Into corn- 


fields near Zagreb, In northwestern 
Yugoslavia, over an area 20 miles 
long and six miles wide. 


One air controller has been in custo- 


dy since the collision. An investigating 
J u d g e was conducting inquiries 
against another six controllers who 
wcro on duty at the Zagreb control 
tower at the time of the collision.

Salisbury. 


"We still go to the usual round of 
Christmas parties but all people can 
talk about is whether we'll still be In 
Rhodesia next year." 


YUGOSLAVS ARE managing to cel- 


ebrate Christmas despite the govern- 
ment's attempt to discourage the 
practice by replacing it with a two- 
day holiday for the New Year. 


Swedish families started feasting

Car pools out, 
vans in as firms 
save a bundle 


by LYNN ASl.NW 


A van pool may be better than a car 


pool and more convenient than a bus. 
It conserves energy, reduces the num- 
ber of commuter cars and cuts down 
the need for company parking spaces. 


It's a new idea, and the van pool is 


catching on fast among big corpo- 
rations. Chrysler Corp., 3M, Mont- 
gomery Ward and Conoco already of- 
fer van pools, and many more big 
companies arc investigating their use. 
They soon may come to the Northwest 
suburbs. 


Riders like the van pool because it 


saves them money. Business likes the 
pool because it saves them money. 
And the government likes the van 
pool because it conserves energy and 
reduces traffic. 


"It's one of those rare things where 


everyone seems to win," said Robert 
Owens of 3M, who engineered the first 
van pool for the Minnesota firm in 
1972. 


THE VAN POOL IS similar to a car 


pool except the company provides the • 
vehicle, usually a 12-passenger van. A 
volunteer employe coordinates the van 
pool, assumes responsibility as chief 
driver and recruits at least eight oth- 
er riders. 


The riders pay a montly fee aver- 


aging about $20, and get door-to-door 
service to and from work. The driver 
pays no fare, gets to use the van dur- 
ing off-hours and receives a per- 
centage of the monthly fares collected 
from any extra passengers. 


"Some companies report even top 


executives apply for the driver jobs," 
said Donald Erlckson, president of the 
Chicago Assn. of Commerce and In- 
dustry. 


Erickson said van pooling makes 


good business sense because* it re- 
duces tardiness and at>scnteeism. He • 
said it promotes employe relations 
better than picnics, dinners and 
bowling leagues. 


OWENS AMI 3M started van pool- 


ing because it was running out of 
parking space. 


"And that was before the energy 


crisis hit," he said. "Inside of two 
months we had long lines of people 
trying lo get into the van program." 


Surveys of the 3M program show 


one van replaces 6',i-7 cars. More 
than 90 vans are operating at 3M. 
Tills has allowed 3M to cancel plans 
for 1,500 new parking spaces, esti- 
mated to cost $3.5 million. 


Chrysler Corp. started van pooling 


in the Detroit area because "we want- 
ed to do our part to contribute to 
energy 
conservation," 
said 
Herb 


Wood, consumer relations manager. 


Tho • program saves an estimated 


175 gallons of gas per employe each 
year. But Wood said the real selling 
point is the savings to employes. A 
van pool trip costs only one-third as 
mlich as the same trip with one per- 
son in a car, he said. 


ALTHOUGH THE COMPANY cov- 


ers the insurance cost and runs the 
program, both purchase price and 
most operating costs are covered by 
the monthly fares. The van pool is 
self-sustaining, 


"It is the only method of mass tran- 


sit that can be entirely supported 
from fares," Wood said. 


Van pooling also has earned govern- 


ment favor. This year the federal gov- 
ernment mado grant funds available 
for such programs. Through the 1976 
Highway Act, the government will ap- 
prove 90 per cent of the. financing for 
a van pool program, allowing the 
company four years to pay back the- 
cost of equipment purchase. 


Owens said the program is best 


suited to the office worker or produc- 
tion worker who has regular hours. 
Other companies have used van^ pools 
to bring In a labor force after moving 
to the suburbs. 


MOKE THAN 75 companies across 


the country are van pooling, and in- 
terest in the concept is growing every 
day. A recent van pool symposium in 
Chicago attracted 250 persons from 
business, Industry and government. 


"If we could get all the employers in 


the country into a program like this, 
the public would be the winner," 
Owens said.

All ages 
taking up 
tole art 


by DALE SINGER 


Have you ever seen one of those 


dark stained wooden wall plaques 
with painted grapes that look so real 
you want to pluck one off and pop It 
into your mouth? 


Such plaques are examples of tole 


painting, one of many crafts growing 
dramatically 
in popularity in 
the 


United States. You may not think you 
have the talent to do it, but Gerry 
Klein. St. Louis, says all you have to 
do is follow instructions, one step at a 
time. 


"A lot of people are interested in 


these crafts, but they're afraid to 
try," 
said Mrs. Klein, who began 


painting nine years ago and now owns 
her own crafts shop and shares her 
!o\ e of art with scores of students. 


"They think they're just for people 


w ith a lot of talent, but the things we 
do don't take any special talent at all. 
They're all done according to a sys- 
tem, stcp-by-stcp," 


TOI.E PAINTING is based on meth- 


od, not artistic ability, she said. With 
a proper stroke, a minimum amount 
of paint on the brush and careful wip- 
ing of the brush between each stroke, 
the proper effect can be achieved. 


The object of tole painting. Mrs. 


Klein said, is a smooth picture that 
appears to have no brush strokes at 
all. Unlike some other types of paint- 
ed pictures, a lole painting should 
look as good close up as it docs from 
a distance. 


Technically, tolcware is tin, but tole 


painting Is done on many surfaces, so 
it is often termed tole and decorative 
painting to more accurately describe 
its wide range of forms. Its popularity 
in the United States began in the mid- 
loth century, with folk art evolving 
into sophisticated designs. 


A n 
increasingly 
industrialized 


society pushed such painstaking art 
into the background, but its beauty 
and-simplicity have made it popular 
once more. All age groups enjoy tole 
painting, from widows with time on 
their hands to young adults who want 
to give gifts that show more imagina- 
tion and personal attention than mon- 
ey. 


SIRS. KLEIN, 38, didn't know any- 


thing about art when she first started. 
"If someone had asked me what I 
could do," she said in an interview, "I

(,l.ivs\i.ire Is available In every color, sue am' 


shape Bottles, cruets, goblets, tumblers, toothpick 
holder", little animal forms, plates and dozens more 
I recently snu a line of glass from Italy in amber, a 
beautiful medium blue and green, and the stupes 
were of little Uirkevs. deviled egg plates. Christmas 
.m^le.s — rcnlly usable pieces that can double n 
"decor" in between holidays. And they were very 
reasonable: the small turkevs were only $3. 


AYriqi'EIUi. OF course, like to collect old glass, 


but that becomes more of a problem all the time 
with the reproduction;) and high prices. One must be 
very careful not to pay an "antique" price for sonv • 
thing which Is available in gift or department stores. 
The best way lo avoid being fooled Is to visit the 
glassware sections of the stores 4-011 happen to be in. 
You might be surprised at some of the "antiques" 


you will find. Next week you may see some of these 
new pieces passed off as old at a flea market o- 
antique shop, simply because the dealer has been 
fooled. 


There are many tests that old-timers use to tell if 


glass is new'or old, most of the tests thorough' 
unreliable. They say it has a "smooth, buttery feel- 
ing," that is. Is lighter in weight or worn on !'•• 
bottom, or that the colors are different. All these 
things may be true, but difficult to pto\e unless one 
has a genuine old piece and a new one to compai c. 
You can find out a great deal by reading such hoc' 
as "Confusing Collectibles" by Dorothy Hammond 
and by reading old glass books about what shai 
were made in the old days. Often rcnros are made in 
sizes and forms never found in the originals. 


I have a small collection of colored glass tumblers, 


which I bought many years ago, and which I kni 
are old because I know where they came from. They 
had all been In a family for about 60 years then. T 
brilliant colors make a lovely Christmas display in 
the dining room window, along with some ot 
pieces of glass, and I have sprays of greenery bchinc' 
them. The colors reflect almost like stained gin' 
Even on gloomy days the glass glows as if it were 
alight. 


THE SEVEN glasses pictured are from my collec- 


tion: top left to right, medium blue Minnesota pn' 
tern glass, Amberina (shaded rose to amber)

Reader misinformed 
about blood sugar 


I'm »riling regarding onr of your columns about blood sugar. I 


»as upift to think you would mislead >our readers. I am referring 
to one sentence — were )ou properly prepared for the test, by 
rating adequate amounts of carbotndratcs and meets for three 
days before testing? 


I feel strange Informing a doctor that his advice Is wrong, but I 


mutt bring jour attention to this falsehood and hope you pass the 
Information on to jour readers. 


There Is no way one can prepare himself for • glucose tolerance 


test nor should he. If one does not maintain hli normal diet before 
such > le»l. he has a very good chance of getting false results. 
May I suggest a little outside reading. 


Your only problem other than being misinformed Is that you 


didn't feel strange enough. 


Any diabetic specialist knows that the diet will affect the results 


of a glucose tolerance test. The readings are not valid unless the 
Individual has been consuming at least 200 grams of carbohydrates 
(some authorities say 230 to 300 grams) for several days before 
testing. Because some people prepare for their examinations by 
fasting or dieting, a number of people go to the laboratory after 
being on a carbohydrate restricted diet (or several days or weeks. 
The glucose tolerance test In such cases may give results that 
resemble those obtained in diabetes. We even have a name for it 
— starvation diabetes. Incidentally, physical inactivity such as bed 
rest may also give a false diabetic-type response. 


I appreciate your thoughtfulncss in recommending the literature 


on hypoglyccmta you mentioned In the rest of your letter, but if 
you don't mind. I'll continue to follow the established concepts in 
current medical texts as practiced by all well-recognized diabetic 
specialists. I'm afraid you have gotten your Information on hy- 
poglyccmia all mixed up with the problems of diagnosing diabetes. 
Sometimes a little knowledge is a dangerous thing. 


You may he Interested to know that In years of testing pilots 


from the U.S. Air Force Hying population we learned early that 
many pilots uould come in for an examination after dieting and 
would have abnormal glucose tolerance tests. In a high percentage 
of these cases preparing the individual hy having him cat enough 
carbohydrates to meet the criteria for testing resulted in normal 
glucose tolerance tests. 


So my advice remains the same — before taking a lest lo find 


out if you aro n diabetic or not, it is wiso to consume carbohy- 
drates in sufficient amounts for at least three days before testing. 
If you have a disease such as real hypoglyccmia or have already 
been diagnosed as a diabetic, ask your doctor what he wants you 
lo do about your diet before being tested.

Light's the secret 
to keep poinsettia 


Dear Dorothy: A dear friend sends us a poinsettia plant every 


holiday season. Sometimes they do well, sometimes not. I've seen 
one In a doctor's office that's gorgeous, and I'm told It's been that 
wny for months. What's the best way to handle these lovely 
plants?—Mrs. Henry Shcrrill 


Tlitf basic rules arc simple: Water only when the soil feels dry 


(check by sticking n finger into the soil), keep away from drafts 
as well as hot registers or radiators and make sure it gets six 
hours of bright Indirect light daily. I suspect the reason the doc- 
tor's plant docs so well Is the light. Poinscttlos are among the 
many plants that do handsomely in Indoor lighting. Those of us 
who do not have to keep lights on during the day figure out ways 
to get the plants sufficient light through proper placement. 


Dear Dorothy: Instead of refrigerating or freezing a bag of 


pecans. I put them on a shelf, forgot them and now they're stale. 
I< there anything I can do to make them tasty enough to use in 
baking?—Peggy Stern 


Soaking them In milk has been known to take away enough of 


the stale taste so that they can be used in baking. As expensive as 
nuts are. it's worth a flyer — just trying it with a mini-version of 
one of jour recipes. 


Dear Dorothy: I'm told there's a way to make food in foil in a 


casserole — that it can be frozen and later put back into the same 
casserole to reheat. Casserole dishes arc too important to be stuck 
in a freezer, and so this sounds like a grcad Idea. But I sure 
haven't found It in any books or magazines. Ever heard of 
It?—Lynn Brooks 


Yes. It sounds hard, but it's simple as can be after a first try. 


Cut off enough heavy foil to line the casserole and leave a onc-and- 
onc-half-inch collar around all four sides. You shape the mold (the 
foil) oxer the outside of the casserole. Then fit it Into the casserole 
to make n perfect fit. Put the cooked food in this and, after it has 
cooled, cover with a piece of foil the size of the casserole and seal 
this to the collar, folding the edges together. Place the whole thing 
In the freezer until the package Is frozen hard enougth to lift out of 
the casserole. Whenever you're ready to serve the dish again, just 
place In the original casserole and reheat.

"Sometimes I don't understand, Jo- 


seph. Maybe I don't have enough 
faith, but It seems like things Just 
aren't going like they ought to. Do you 
remember what day tomorrow is? It's 
His birthday, Joseph. Three years old 
He will be. And He's growing so — so 
strong and bright, and never any 
trouble. We couldn't have a better 
boy. 


"But here wo are, Jews in Egypt. 


Over two years'since we came here. 
The Child has never even really seen 
His own country. Wouldn't He enjoy 
the flowers and the hills of Galilee 
near home? Oh, I know Nazareth isn't 
much of a town, rough and dirty, but 
it's home. And here — nothing but flat 
sand stretching for miles. No hills, no 
beauty, and the people are all idola- 
ters. Should this Boy have to grow up 
without a synagogue, Joseph? Won't 
He ever get to go to the Temple in 
Jerusalem? What if we have to stay 
here and He can't even have a proper 
ceremony when He comes of age? Yet 
we still know we must keep believing, 
Joseph. He is the Messiah. The angel 
told us so. 


"But things seemed to go wrong 


from the beginning. It's been hard. 
Even before He was born there was 
the gossip, the whispering among the 
women whenever I went out. You got 
it' too.

Didn't one of them whisper the 
passage about 'a root out of dry 
ground'? I know they told others. We 
could hear them giving the news to 
everyone they met as they went down 


the street. But no one else came, Jo- 
seph. I really thought they would. 
Didn't you? 


"Yes, I remember the Magi from 


the East. They came a little later. 
They believed. It must have been the 
prophecies of Daniel that brought 
them. Surely God sent them. Without 
the gifts they left we could have ne\cr 
escaped. But they were from another 
country! Where were our people, our 
priests and elders? The Scribes know 
the Scriptures. Why didn't they como 
to see and receive Christ? • 


"That was when the danger came. 


The wise men made quite a stir when 
they came through Jerusalem. Herod 
really got jealous when he heard of 
the birth of the King. I still shake 
when I think of it. If it hadn't been for 
the angel that warned you, He would 
have been killed, Joseph. Rember how 
we had to leave in the middle of the 
night? Later we learned that every in- 
fant in Bethlehem had been killed by 
Herod's soldiers. Thank God we Rot 
Jesus away. But why should they try 
to kill Him, Joseph?

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Air 


Force magazine is to armaments 
what Playboy is to sex. Its centerfold 
features frontal shots of the B-l bomb- 
er. Its readers get it on by viewing 
graphs of the balance of power. And 
each year around Christmas it dedi- 
cates itself to a pornographic review 
in the truest sense: an exhaustive list- 
ing of the military strengths of most 
of the world's nations. 


It is a melancholy package for its 


readers. At best it serves to remind 
that "Joy to the World" has for the 
larger part been replaced by "In 
Arms We Trust." At a time when mil- 
lions pause to reflect on peace on 
earth and human harmony, the mili- 
tary tabulation suggests such senti- 
ments are of small practical moment. 


The people of Saudi Arabia, for ex- 


ample, are currently spending nearly 
one-third of their gross national prod- 
uct on weaponry. In the U.S., as in 
the Soviet Union the national military 
expenditure approaches $500 per ca- 
pita. Even in neutral Sweden, one of 
every six males serves in a reserve 
force capable of <1B-hour mobilization. 


But the most numbing statistics arc 


the world totals. The magazine docs 
not compile these figures, leaving this 
to readers with calculators. Thus at 
present, according to mathematics for 
nearly 100 nations, mankind is spend- 
ing almost $350 billion annually to 
sunnort some 25 million active and 
about 56 million standby soldiers. 


It can be argued that these totals 


arc somewhat exaggerated. 
Adding 


up militarism is not the same as coun- 
ting apples. Because of state secrecy 


and other vagaries, some figuring is 
necessarily weak. Therefore, the ex- 
penditure totals may be several bil- 
lion high, and maybe half of those list- 
ed as standby troops should not fairly 
be counted. 


Then again, even an exaggerated 


list is in fact a conservative one 
where modern security is concerned. 
However much money is being spent, 
it purchases defenses of unprece- 
dented sophistication. A plane today is 
equivalent to an entire air force of 
World War II, a single ship is more 
powerful than any fleet in history; 
and we have about 1,200,000 times the 
nuclear power that was dropped on 
Hiroshima. 


And so it's clear this Christmas that 


civilization is separated into armed 
camps that have no historic com- 
parison. In 1959, as the world was still 
working free from the Cold War, total 
military expenditure was about $07 
billion. Since then, detente notwith- 
standing, international defense financ- 
ing has almost quadrupled — and we 
now pay almost $1 billion a day in 
suspicion of one another. 


There are other costs as well. Par- 


ticularly those of a social nature. 
Each dollar spent in support of the 
world's 121,000 tanks means one less 
that could go to individual needs. In 
India, where people starve, the gener- 
als command 1.5 million soldiers. In 
Oman, 
where 
illiteracy 
is com- 


monplace, per capita military spend- 


ing is about $900. And in slum infested 
Egypt, almost half of the GNP is 
spent for guns. 


Economist Ruth Lcger Sivar says 


that nations now budget more for ar- 
mies than for education. She says 
world health care receives only half 
the financing of world munitions. Her 
figures show the Middle, East nations 
spending twice as much for defense 
as on education and health combined. 
Even the U.S. is guilty; it ranks first 
or second in war appropriations, but 
fourth in per capita cash for educa- 
tion. 


Happy holidays? The compilations 


in Air Force Magazine this season go 
on for 66 pages. Russia has 41.500 
tanks; Italy has as many reservists 
as does the U.S.; Zaire, which is land- 
locked, has 12 combat ships; Sing- 
apore, all 226 square miles of it, has 
325 jet fighters; and East Germany, 
with a population of 17 million, budg- 
ets more for its arms than does In- 
dia with 35 times the people. 


Economist Sivar believes even a 


small portion of this gun money could 
wipe out illiteracy on the globe. Oth- 
ers are begging that nations put some 
of the 25 million troop to work build- 
ing hospitals or helping with the har- 
vests. Dreams, of course. Idle hope. 
Air Force Magazine is filled with' ref- 
erences to bombs and bullets this 
Christmas, but there is no mention at 
all of good will toward men.

FORMER BULLS' Coach Johnny 


"Fled" Kerr, now doing color com- 
mentary on Chicago's radio and TV 
games, said, "lie may turn out to be 
the best player to come from the Chi- 
cago Public League, except they can't 


claim him since he couldn't make the 
varsity at Undblom High School on 
the city's south side. 


That's a powerful compliment com- 


ing from a fellow southsider who left 
Tilden Tech to become the "Ironman 
of the NBA" and a member of the 
10,000 point -10,000 rebound club. 


Johnson left Limlblom minus the 


usual offers that go to young men 82 
inches high and enrolled at tiny Aur- 
ora College, 30 miles west of Chicago, 
where he shattered all the school's 
scoring records and was named an 
NAIA All-American. 


IT LOOKED like things might 


change for him when he was drafted 
by Portland in the 3rd-round of the 
1974 draft. Ho\vever, after a few days 
of the rookie camp the Blazers de- 
cided that Bill Walton was the only 
newcomer worth keeping, and John- 
son was put on waivers. 


Fortunately for Johnson and the

for a 3rd-round pick obtained his 
rights.

ItOUILI.KIt'S life changed one day

some fitness runs around the tennis 
courts. I decided to join one and I did 
pretty well."

that "God continues to reconcile the 
world to Himself in Jesus Christ by 
the power of the Holy Spirit" and that 
In this knowledge is the Christian's 
hope, courage and strength "to work 
fur greater and more manifest signs 
of flic unity of the Christian Church .. 


The ecumenical movement is con- 


sidered to be In general disarray at 
the particular moment — particularly 
on the official level between denomi- 
nations. 


To cite just one example, the Epis- 


copal Church's decision to permit the 
ordination of women has affected not 
Just that denomination, but has reso- 
nated throughout most of "catholic" 
Christendom. 


T h e 
Polish 
National 
Catholic 


Church has broken sacramental rein- 
linns with the Episcopalians, has "be- 
wildered" the Orthodox churches and 
called into question their relations and 
created "obstacles" for the dialogue 
between Roman Catholics and Episco- 
palians. 


In the midst of tills turmoil has 


c o m e John Coglcy's posthumous 
m e m o i r , "A Canterbury Tale" 
(Scabury). in which Cogcly details 
some of the reasons for his personal 
Journey from Roman Catholicism — 


Rome — to Anglicanism — Canterbu- 
ry. 


One of the best known lay Roman 


Catholics In the United States, Coge- 
ly's announcement of his conversion 
to Anglicanism In September 1973, hit 
the religious world with a shattering 
Impact. 


Cogcly, best known as a journalist 


and called by many the "pope of 
•commonweal' Catholics," was one of 
the most influential liberal Catholics 
on the American scene: an activist In 
the Catholic Worker movement during 
the Depression, columnist and editor 
at the highly respected lay publication 
"Commonweal," 
religion editor for 


New York Times and editor of the re- 
spected "Center Magazine" of the 
Center for Study of Democratic In- 
stitutions. 


In his memoir, Cogcly details his 


experiences at all of these various In- 
stitutions, offering "reflections" along 
the way about his movement into 
American Eplscopalianism. 


Cogely's "trouble" with Catholcism 


In the post-Vatican II era was neither 
bitter nor unique, but a problem 
shared with many other liberal Catho- 
lics seeking to reconcile their inher- 
ited faith and the new movemcsts — 
sometimes agonizingly slow — that 
seem implied by the Council. 


His reflections will have particular 


urgency for Roman Catholics and 
Protestants, who, after rising from 
their prayers for unity, must deal 
with the nitty-gritty of how to bring 
about that unity in this world.

The pretty black and yellow, or 


block nml orange, spiders that you 
saw in your garden during tho sum- 
mer and early fall months are no 
longer with us. But you can bet thnt 
before they fell victim to tho clilll of 
winter they did their best to keep your 
garden free of many Insect pests. As 
you may know, spiders aro caml- 
\ormn meat-caters, and among their 
favorite foods arc many of the free- 
loading Insects that invade our prized 
plants. 


Most all spiders can spin silk of one 


kind or another. Some of them use 
tltcir silk to line underground burrows 
or make egg cases. Tho master spin- 
ners two their silk to spin webs to 
catch their prey, and the webs range 
greatly In size, shape and beauty. 


Perhaps one of the champion spin- 


ners Is the garden spider. Her web is 
generally two to three feet across, al- 
though occasionally one will be even 
larger. When she Is finished with her 
splralcd orb. she affixes her signature 
— a zigzag band of silk running verti- 
cally through the center. Each evening 
she repairs her web, but If tho traffic 
hns been too heavy and damaging she 
builds anew. 


In tho foil, as cold weather begins to 


set In. she searches for a place to lay 
her eggs. A roof of silken threads Is 
spun In which site deposits some SCO 
golden eggs. Gently she pushes them 
together to form a neat pearl-shaped 
ball. Now she spins winding strands of 
silk back and forth, until her golden 
treasure is almost hidden in a sturdy 
silken cocoon. 


The garden spider makes only one 


egg case, but the effort leaves her 
weak and tired. As the cold of October 
creeps in she drops to the ground and 
dU«.

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Claudine Longet's murder trial begins next month

ASPEN', Colo. (UPI) — Nine months and two Colora- 


do Supreme Court appeals later, Frcnchborn singer 
Claudine Longct will stand trial next month in the slay- 
ing of her lover, cx-skl champion Vladimir "Spider" 
Sablch. 


The former wife of singer Andy Williams has been 


charged with felony manslaughter for allegedly shoot- 
Ing Sablch March 21. 1976, with a .22-calibcr pistol In 
the posh $330,000 home they had shared for almost two 
years. 


Miss Longct. 35. called authorities to the natural 


itone and glass home overlooking this Rockies resort 
town on a sunny Sunday afternoon. They found Sablch, 
clad only In his underwear, fatally wounded in the 
stomach. 


AS SAmciI LAY dying on the ambulance ride into 


town, petite Gaudlne cradled his head In her lap and 
cried. She later told official* he was showing her how to 
use a gun when the safety catch released. 


Miss Longct. a one-time Las Vegas showgirl who has 


retained a strong French accent, pleaded innocent to 
the charges June 10. If convicted In the trial set for 
•tan. 3, she would face a sentence of up to two years in 
prison and a $3,000 fine. 


The trial first was scheduled Aug. 30 hut was delayed 


because the prosecution appealed an order by District 
Judge George Lohr to suppress Miss Longct's diary and 
medical tests. 


The red bound volume was confiscated from Sablch's 


house as evidence. In her diary. Miss Longct allegedly 
detailed the cooling of her love affair with Sablch and 
discussed her feelings about an April 1 deadline he set 
for her to move out. 


Ilt.OOn AND CHINK tests were performed on Miss 


Longct the night of the slaving to determine if she had 
used alcohol or narcotics. 


That court appeal (which barred the diary and urine 


evidence), was the second legal battle brought in the 
:ase. The first was filed by more than a dozen news 
media organizations to gain admission to a closed 
evidentiary hearing. 


Although the first appeal reached the U.S. Supreme 


Court, reporters were denied access to the hearing. 
However, Lohr later released a transcript of the hear- 
ing. 


Lohr has reserved his walnut paneled courtroom In a 


restored Victorian era court building for a month for 
the trial. Other estimates on trial duration range from 
two days to two weeks. 


Since she was charged, Miss Longet has purchased a 


$153,000 home In town with a clear view of Red Moun- 
tain where she lived with Sablch. She teaches twice- 
weekly French lessons to second graders, continues a 
busy social life and Attends local parties with a variety 
of escorts. 


SAIIICII'S HOME, located In an exclusive devel- 


opment also inhabited by singer John Denver and 
writer Hunter Thompson, has been taken over by the 
skier's brother Stefan, 29, who owns a construction busi- 
ness in Aspen. 


Sahich won the World Pro crown In 1971 and 1972. He 


competed In the 1968 Olympics, but was plagued by 
injuries in recent years. 


The Placcrville, Calif., native won less' than $700 on 


the tour In 1975 and supplemented his income by lend- 
ing his name and handsome face to car, ski equipment 
and clothing ads. 


Miss Longet's three children by her marriage to Wil- 


liams lived with the couple in their mountain love nest 
and Sabich was close to the youngsters, often preferring 
their company on the slopes to that of fellow racers. 


Noclle Williams, 13. reportedly was in the house when 


Sabich was killed, but she was not listed among the .15 
witnesses District Attorney Frank Tucker said he 
planned to call. 


HOB nEATTIE, coach of the Pro Cup Tour and a 


close friend of Sabich, will be called as a witness as wilt 
11 sheriff's deputies', Stefan Sabich and numerous 
friends and neighbors. 


Charles Wccdman, Miss Longct's attorney who de- 


fended a member of the Charles Manson gang on mur- 
der charges In 1971 In Los Angeles, has not released his 
list of witnesses.

Instant death returning 
to world's roads: survey 


PARIS (UPI) - Speed limits and 


seat belts may have checked the rate 
of highway death for a while, but re- 
cent reports show that with an ever- 
Increasing number of automobiles on 
tho world's roads, accidents are on 
the upswing. 


Two International conferences on 


the growing problem of the polluting, 
noisy, death-dealing automobile in in- 
dustrialized countries were held 
In 


Paris recently by the U.N. Environ- 
ment Program and European Min- 
isters of Transportation. 


The European ministers heard re- 


sults of a survey of most 
in- 


dustrallizcd countries showing that 
the number of persons killed or In- 
jured In road accidents in 
t97,-i 


dropped or leveled off for the second 
year In a row. 


But other reports Inicated that 


highway death rcnlly Isn't taking 
much of a holiday. 


A REPORT prepared by Belgium 


and based on the curve of tic trends 
plus what Is known 50 far alxmt I97H 
predicted, "the leveling off of the 
number of casualties, possibly even 
an Increase, in 197ti." 


And France already Is among coun- 


tries that have registered an Increase 
In highway death so far this year. 


"This Is not a cheerful prospect now 


that wo have become accustomed to a 
regular decline in the number of casu- 
alties," the Belgian report said. 
"There will bo reason for disquiet 
about the future If governments fall to 
lake strong action forthwith to curb 
nny sign of laxity" on speed limits, 
safety belts and other measures.

like the guy next door, doesn't work at (his il- 
lusion, tli* is. indeed, the prototype- of the 
averageschnook. 


At least that's how Mac sees himself. 
Mac is back this month with his own half- 


hour series playing much the same character 
he did for two years on Doris Day's sitcom 
nnd for three years In "M-A-S-H" — the nice 
guy beset by problems with which he can al- 
most cope. 


Stevenson himself regularly faces almost 


Insurmountable confrontations. 


Just getting "The McLe.in Stevenson Show" 


on the air was enough to give most actors a 
terminal case of the bends. 


It started with deceptive simplicity. After 


two years of Doris Day and a like sentence in 
"M-A-S-H." Mac wearied of ensemble acting 
In situation comedy. 


He was prevailed upon to devote another 


year to "M-A-S-H" while NBC waited In the 
wings with a pair of hot producers ready to 
role an exciting variety show. 


"Before we could get the variety show go- 


ing, the producers split up and NBC dropped 
the project." said Mac during a rehearsal 
break at the network. His basset-like face 
mirrored n long acquiescence to the fickle- 
ness of fortune. "I was left out in the cold. 


"Out NUC still wanted me. They signed me 


to a one-year contract. I did a variety special 
which might have worked into a weekly 
scries. Out it didn't pan out." 


The show, in fact, was panned on all sides. 


Mac unconsciously gave a perfect Imitation of 
a man whose undergarments are loo tight. 


"So I wound up doing guest shots. I made a 


nice weekly income on talk programs and 
game shows. Last spring they brought this 
situation comedy tome." 


What they brought him was almost a mir- 


ror. Stevenson could sec himself as Mac 
Ferguson, n Midwestern hardware store own- 
er assailed by vexations large and small. 


In his new series Mac is bedeviled by a 


snide'old mother-in-law, a loving wife, and 
oversexed teen-age son, a divorced daughter 
and two grandchildren. 


"We shot the first seven episodes," he said. 


"Then NBC changed program executives. 
The new guys didn't like one of the actors 
and replaced him with another. 


"They scrapped the first seven episodes 


and started from scratch. Do you know what 
.thatdoestoncast! 


"Still, we weren't too upset. We thought we 


had plenty of time because we were going on 
the air in January. Suddenly they told us we'd 
go on Dec. 1. 


"We've been working morning, noon and 


night ever since. The minute we finish a show 
it's on the air. We're running as fast as we 
can. Nobody knows when or if we'll ever catch 


up." 


Happily, Stevenson is accustomed to adver-

believe. I was on for almost an hour. Fortun- 
ately, Mr. Hilton taped the performance. I 
ran it back, patched it up and it became a hit 
opening act. I quit Tor different reasons on 
stage every night. The audience loved it."

record-breaking crowds.

Tis the season of light in . 
Lincolnwood - a small suburb 
where massive Christmas 
displays are more than tradition.

The fantasy of a candy cane lane, the rever- 


ence of the nativity and the serenity of a choir 
singing c.irols: Unit is what Christmas is all 
about In Lincolnwood Towers. 


The wooded subdivision of 350 lavish homes 


on Llncolnuood's western edge is a page out of 
old-fashioned, fairy talc Christmases gone by 
M here anything but the usual holiday displays 
arc constructed on massive front lawns. 


Since the 1930s, holiday decorating has been 


a fetish with most of the homeowners there 
who spend thousands of dollars and untold 
hours each December turning their home- 
steads into a Christmas fantasia. 


Mechanical elves work In a candy cane 


forest, angels flap their wings while swinging 
from the rooftops, a choir of sixty fills the 
air with song and a life-sized nativity with 
real animals reminds us of the holiday's holy 
meaning. 


It's a big show of lights that extends block 


after block, house after house, and attracts 
droves of Chicago area residents the weeks 
before and after Christmas. 


"All of us who live here have to wait in line 


to get into our driveways at night. The lines 
of tourists begin at sundown and go on until 
late at night. This is a showpiece at Christ- 
mas," said George G. Rowell, a Lincolnwood 
trustee who has lived in the Towers area for 
26 years. 


But the hassle with visitors is Insignificant 


when compared to the joy that cones from 
seeing the faces of youngsters and their par- 
ents light up when touring the displays, he 
said. 


"Most of us consider what goes on here at 


Christmas as an attractive nuisance. It's al- 
ways been our way of celebrating the holi- 
days and sharing) it with others," Rowell 
said. 


Like most of his neighbors, Row ell has be- 


come associated over the years with a par- 
ticular kind of display. His trademark for 
years was a 33-foot Christmas tree he made 
from forty real trees on his front lawn. 


The tree was decorated with bright lights, 


giant ornaments and shiny tinsel. But, the 
novelty of the tree was a 5-foot hole cut out 
of its base that allowed visitors to walk beneath 
it to get to the house from the street. 


"For years I put up that tree. It usually

Residents recall that the village police were 
required to stand guard at the display to keep 
the animals from wandering off and to keep 
curious children from getting too close. 


Another homeowner always dressed like 


Santa Claus and stood for hours outside his 
home distributing candy to the children who 
passed by. 


Even though the I.incolnwood Chamber of 


Commerce once awarded prizes to the most 
elaborate displays each Christmas, the moti- 
vation behind the artistic efforts was never 
competitive, residents say. 


The homeowners agree they decorate so

Dictionary unabnd|(<Ml, the word "safari" 
c.m mean many things 


To many people the mention of the word 


brings to mind those late n'ght movies with 
big game hunters stalking tigers and elephant 
aided by native guides and In the company of 
u beautiful adventuress. 


But this Swnhlli word literally means simply 


n trip or journey and therefore just about any 
type of expedition could be given the name. 
While the big game hunting safari complete 
with tents and mosquito netting Is still avail- 
able for a price, today it has been surpassed 
in popularity by other types of adventures an 
the Dark Continent In the typical safari of to- 
day wild animals arc stalked by n curious 
throng of sightseers it ml arc shot with nothing 
mure deadly than a telephotolens. 


One of the most popular safari destinations 


Is the East African Kepublic of Kenya, one of 
the most prosperous nations of Black Africa. 
Animal watchers find abundant wildlife here 


roaming free In their natural habitat on 
numerous game preserves and parks. 


Most travelers choose a safari that is an 


organized tour of these game areas spending 
the night in comfortable lodges in or near the 
parks where wildlife can be viewed from the 
doorstep A camping safari organized by a 
number of outfitters is also available to 
tourists who don't mind roughing it a bit by 
camping in tents In the great out of doors. The 
truly adventurous can go it on their own by 
renting campers and vans but they should 
know enough about the country to take the 
proper precautions for u safe trip. In Kenya, 
where one drives on the left, it goes without 
saying that elephants, rhino and other beasts 
always have the right of way. 


In addition to the popular game viewing 
Ses. 


safaris, which are usually taken in micro- 
buses or landrovers modified for sightseeing 
there are any number of special interest 
safaris. There are safaris for archcologists, 
bird watchers, mountain climbers, sports- 
men, mineralogists, horticulturists, agricul- 
turists and even a safari for the study of tro- 
pical insects. 


Among the\iost expensive safaris is the 


almost unheard of big game hunting safari 
which can still be arranged through a few 
firms in Kenya which provide professional 
hunters, 
transportation 
and 
camping 


paraphernalia. These safaris can range in 
price from $370 a day for one client with one 
professional hunter to $800 a day for four 
clients shooting with two professional hun- 
ters. The prices do not include hunting llccn- 


The licenses vary according to the type of 


game being hunted and the longer the safari 
the larger the number of species which may 
be hunted In a safari of less than two weeks 
only common plains game may be hunted, 
with a fourteen-day minor license the field of 
prey is enlarged, but lo hunt the big game 
such as lion and rhino a hunter must safari 
twenty-eight lo thirty-five da>s and he must 
obtain a full license plus any special licenses, 
covering these particular species 
Some 


species, such as elephant and hippo, are en- 
dangered and cannot be shot. 


• 
Sportsmen also come lo Kenya for deep sea 


fishing In the coastal waters of the Indian 
Ocean. Beyond the reef sport fishing has been 
popular since the 1910s when Hemingway 
went out after the big bill fish Unlike many

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popular fishing areas which have become 
"fished out" Kenya's waters are still bringing 
in records. Martin, shark, sailfish and tunny 
offer a challenge to the sportsman. Inside the 
reef fishermen cast for rock cod, peacock and 
parrot fish. Fhhing vessels and equipment 
can be hired at many of the main fishing cen- 
ters Including Shlmonl, Mombasa, Kllifi, and 
Mullndl. The best time for bill fishing is Oc- 
tuber through March. 


Uy far the most popular pastime for visitors 


in Kenya Is sightseeing. This land of abundant 
wildlife, culture and landscapes is a camera 
bug's dream. Elephant, lion, giraffe and 
zebra are fair game for photo sharpshooters 
but over enthusiastic photographers should 
curb their *cul and adhere to the rules uf 
common courtesy when photographing the 


tribesmen of Kenya by asking permission 
twfore stealing a shot. Photographing the 
President of Kenya, military personnel or in- 
stallations is prohibited. 


Photographers will find plenty of subject 


matter in the twenty main animal sanctuaries 
stretching over the varied topography of 
Kenya containing almost every species of 
wildlife native to Africa. The best time for 
animal watching Is during our winter and 
summer, the dry months in Kenya when 
animals arc drawn to watering holes. 


Only minutes from the airport in Nairobi 


wildlife can be found in the Nairobi National 
Park which is well known for its lion 
population. Three sides of the park are fenced 
in but the third side allows wildlife — zebra, 
giraffe, wildebeoste and hartebeestc — to 


Nairobi, Kenya's capital city, reflects the country's mixed cultural heritage. 


roam free in the adjacent game preserve 
area. Near the entrance is an animal or- 
phanage, a zoo for animals found in the park 
injured or neglected by their mothers. 


Other game viewing ureas include Shimbu 


Hills National Ucserve which is the last 
protected free range in Kenya for Sable and 
Hoan antelope; Tsavo East National Park, at- 
tracting a number of plains game; wooded 
Tsavo West National Park and Chyulu Game 
Conservation Area where large mammals are 
found; and Amboseli near Mt. Kilimanjaro on 
Kenya's southern border where lion, cheetah, 
rhino, elephant, and buffalo are found concen- 
trated around a small lake. 


Near Nairobi is Ol Doinvo Sabuk, mainly a 


scenic park; Lake Nalvasha, a sanctuary for 
fresh water birds; and Lake Nakuru National 
Park with its millions of flamingos. In the 
Mountain National Parks, Mt. Kenya and the 
Abcrdares Range, there are thick cedar 
forests, trout streams and grasslands and 
game that is shyer and wilder. Animals can 
best be viewed from observation areas near 
watering holes such us the Treclops Mountain 
Lodge. For a bit of luxury there's also the Mt. 
Kenya Safari Club, a resort with spacious 
grounds, gardens, lakes and water birds. 


Northeast of Mt. Kenya is Meru National 


Park with the only white rhino herd in Kenya 
and along the Uaso Nyiro Kivcr arc the triple 
game reserves of Samburu, Isiolo and Shaba 
with a full range of wildlife. Traveling further 
north visitors cross bleak lava fields, desert 
and the remains of dead volcanoes to Lake 
Rudolf and East Kudolf National Park with 
crocodiles, giraffe, zebra and ostrich. Other 
game viewing areas in northwest Kenya are 
Mursabit National Park and Masai Mara 
' Game Reserve with its throngs of wildebeests 
andzebra, . 


Lambwc Valley Game Reserve near Lake 


Victoria, the largest lake in Africa, and Mt. 
Elgon National Park on the-Uganda border 


arc other wildlife viewing areas. On the In- 
dian Ocean there are three Marine Parks 
which protect ancient coral gardens inhabited 
by both well-known and as yet unnamed 
species of tropical marine life. 


Kenya is a land of variety and contrast not 


only in its wildlife, but in its rich cultural 
history and its climate and geography. 


There are four basic geographic areas in 


Kenya: Western Kenya; the Rift Valley and 
Central Highlands; Northern and Eastern 
Kenya; and the coastal belt. The equator runs 
almost through the center of the country. 


Western Kenya is a low plateau farmland 


east of Luke Victoria. It contains mineral 
bearing rocks and was once the scene of gold 
and copper mining. Mt. Elgon, the oldest of 
the three major volcunos of East Africa, is 
found here. 


The Rift Valley and Central Highlands, with 


mountains 
and 
lakes, 
is 
the 
most 


economically developed region in Kenya. The 
escarpments of the Rift Valley, formed 30 
million years ago, arc slopes that are almost 
vertical and extend more than 600 meters in 
height. There's an ancient volcano, Mt. Kenya, 
and signs of recent volcanic activity are hot 
springs and steam jets. There's a range land 
where cattle are raised, uplands where wheat, 
maize, coffee and tea are grown, an area re- 
sembling the moors of Scotland where heather 
grows to gigantic proportions and an alpine 
area with glaciers. The climate is fresh and 
invigorating and ranges from temperate in the 
Central Rift Valley to arctic on Ml. Kenya. 
In Nairobi temperatures range from the 50s 
well up into the 70s. 


Northern and Eastern Kenya's remarkable 


feature is the Yalta Plateau, the longest lava 
flow in the world. There's a bleak lava desert, 
a sand desert and a 
large savannah 


grassland.

The coastal belt Is an expanse of sandy 


beaches, raised cliffs of coral rocks nnd areas 
of mangrove swamp The climate Is hot with 
seventy per cent humidity but tempered by 
sea breezes. The coastal plains yield fruits, 
nuts, and cotton but soon give way to deserts. 


The roots of Kenya's civilization go back 


thousands of years and 
anthropologists 


believe it is one of the oldest habitations of 
Man. Anthropologist Dr. LS.D. Leakey dis- 
covered fossil skulls of pre-man in the Rift 
Valley and in 1972 his son discovered a skull 
with large cranial capacity dated 2 6 million 
> ca rs near Lake Rudolf. 


Kenya's coast appeared in recorded history 


more than a thousand years ago. Through the 
centuries it was visited by Persians, Arabs, 
Turks and Portuguese. Vasco da Gama anchor- 
ed his fleet of Portuguese ships ut Mullndl in 
1189 and n 200-year struggle for control of the 
coast ensued between the Arabs and the Portu- 
guese. The Arabs became powerful again in 
the 18th Century and In 1888 the Imperial 
British East Africa Company assumed con- 
trol. 


There arc seventy different tribes in Kenya. 


The major ethnic groups arc the Bantu, the 
Nilotic, Nilo llamitlc, and Hamllic. 


The Bantu include the Klkuyu people, how 


the largest and most gregarious tribe in 
Kenya and the predominant ethnic group of 
Nairobi. Like their near relatives, the Mcru 
and the Embu, they are deeply rooted In the 


land, are quick to adopt modern Ideas and 
today arc important in commerce and 
agriculture. The Kamba tribesmen are far- 
mers and they are great acrobatic dancers, 
prolific wood carvers and they have a rich 
oral tradition based on respect for ancestral 
spirits. Another group of Bantu live in the 
coastal areas. Among these are the Giriama, 
perhaps best known by the dancing of the 
women in grass skirts built like bustles of the 
Victorian period. 


The Nilo Hamitic arc nomadic people 


inhabiting the plains and semi-deserts of 
Southern and Northern Kenya. The largest 
group is the Kalenjin but the Masai arc the 
most well known. These fierce warriors were 
once a terror in Kenya but today they are 
peaceful, earning a living as ranchers. Many 
traditions are still intact including the 
striking red ochre dress, bead work, diet of 
cow's blood and milk and a spartan way of 
life. 


The only large Nilotic group in Kenya are 


the Luo near Lake Victoria. Their ceremonial 
dress Includes colobus skins, hippo teeth and 
python bones. 


The Hamctlc peoples of Northern Kenya 


arc related to the peoples of Ethiopia and 
Somalia. They arc nomadic Cattlemen who 
load complex huts onto camels as they move 
from one water hole to the next. 


With the possible exception of Uganda on its 


western border, Kenya has peaceful neigh- 
bors. There hava been no major political 
upheavals in Kenya since its Independence in 
1963 and the republic is a member or the 
United Nations Organization. Kenya has ear- 
ned a reputation as a safe place for visitors. It 


has developed an extensive tourist tiade and 
it welcomes visitors. 


The major urbanized tourist areas in Kenya 


arc the coastal areas and the capital city of 
Nairobi. 


The island town of Mombasa, the largest 


port on the East African coast, is an amalgam 
of old and new: churches, temples and 
mosques, limousines and pushcarts. Tourist 
attractions on the coast include the Mombasa 
harbor where sailing dhows from Arabia, 
Iran and India can be seen; Port Jesus which 
has a shop selling African crafts; Gcdi near 
Malindi, a ruined city hidden deep in the 
forest; and the Swahill Muslim community of 
Lamu with its mosques and archeological 
ruins. 


Nairobi is a young and modern city which 


began as a depot of the Mombasa-Lake Vic- 
toria Railway constructed by the British. 
Today there are more than 5,500 hotel beds in 
the city from economy to international stan- 
dard and there are two airports with a third 
under construction. Shopping is In-the area of 
Kenyalta Avenue where best buys are car- 
vings, cultural artifacts, silks, semi-precious 
stones, and controlled game skins. The city's 
attractions include ten golf courses, two race 
tracks, the National Museum containing in- 
formation on Kenya wildlife and culture, 
Snake Park with reptiles unlikely to be en- 
countered in the bush, and an Arboretum With 
a fine collection of East African trees and 
shrubs. Near Nairobi is Bomas of Kenya, a 
reconstructed 
village 
representing 
the 


homesteads and crafts of the major ethnic 
groups. The Bomas Dancers perform daily in 
a theater seating i£00 people. 


The currency unit in'Kenya is the shilling 


which is divided into 100 cents. While the ex- 


change rate does fluctuate there are now 
about seven shillings to the dollar. The ex- 
change of currency is strictly regulated so 
money can only be changed at authorized 
places buch as banks and hotels. Receipts 
given when changing currency should be kept 
by tourists until after departure from Kenya. 


Porters arc usually tipped about one to 1/50 


shillings per piece of luggage and taxi drivers 
arc tipped about ten per cent of the fare 
unless the taxi does not have a meter and fare 
is pre-negotiated. A tip of ten per cent is left 
for waiters unless a service charge is in- 
cluded and the most lavish tips go to safari 
assistants and drivers, about 100 shillings for 
a two week safari. 


Tap water in large urban areas is safe but 


should be boiled in outlying areas. Foods con- 
sist of beef, lamb, pork, dairy products and 
tropical fruits and vegetables and there are 
restaurants serving English, American, 
Greek, Italian, French, Indian, and Arab 
foods. There are also excellent steak houses, 


On the coast bcachwcar is worn along with 


cotton shirts and dresses. Inland a sweater, 
jacket or light overcoat may be needed on 
cool evenings. Suits arc worn for some oc- 
casions. On safari the most practical t>pe of 
clothing is the safari suit with long trousers 
which can be purchased at reasonable prices 
in Kenya. Any long trousers and shirt will do 
but some form of headgear should be brought 
along for protection against sun and dust. 


Surprisingly there are a large number of 


airlines which serve Kenya. Travel packages 
are offered by airlines as well as several 
touring companies and outfitters. For infor- 
mation contact travel agents or Kenya 
Tourist Office, 15 E. 51st St., New York, N.Y.

The true story of Lorenz Hart

He was tormented enough when he was 


alive, and In the 33 years since his death, 
practically all they've done Is perpetuate half 
truths and nasty gossip about him. 


That's why Dorothy Hart wrote her hand- 


somely Illustrated book, "Thou Swell, Thou 
Witty," published by Harper & Row and sub- 
titled, "The Ufe and Lyrics of Lorenz Hart." 


People must know that her brother-in-law 


"wasn't born with a bottle of Scotch In his 
hand or spent 24 hours a day at the bar." 
Thathcwasn'ta homosexual, as some say. 


"Through the years," she said, shifting on 


the couch In her suite at the Hampshire House 
here, they've written "myths or distortions or 
just plain untruths. So I said, first I want to 
sec his lyrics set down, and then I thought, 
I'll gel some reminiscences of Larry's 
friends, to show hi in as he was " 


Yes, Larry drank, but who doesn't in show 


business, especially In the '20s and '30s when 
there was no television and New York's thea- 
trical life throbbed until dawn in Tony's or 
Reuben's? 


"He didn't In-come an alcoholic until the 


latter years." the late '30s and early '4us. 
That's when the disappearances began, the 
blackouts and binges that led to drying-out 
periods in Doctors Hospital; when the de- 
pressions became more severe. 


But if he'd been like that always. It would 


have been Impossible for him to put those 
astonishing lyrics to Itlchard Itodgcrs' aston- 
ishing music. 


Kodgcrs and Hart wouldn't have been able 


to say to a juvenile Broadway musical tra- 
dition, come on, u here's >our sophistication, 
your daring? Watch us; we're going to do the 
unheard of. 
• 


We'll Integrate music and book, for in- 


stance, and we'll use a ballet sequence to 
advance the plot In "On Your Toes." We'll 
make a saloon heel the hero of "Pal Joey," 
and we'll write songs you won't be able to 
forget, hundreds of them, wistful and witty, 
simple and complex. 


Their 1937 production "Babes In Arms" 


alone contains "Where or When," "My Funny 
Valentine" and "The Lady Is a Tramp." 


All you hear, though, Is how difficult Larry 


was, undisciplined and disinclined to work. 


Larry Hart in 1940, a low point In his life. 


He was undisciplined, she says, "he was 
Peter Pan who never wanted to grow up 
but If he never seemed to be working, it was 
because it took so little effort. 


"Oscar Hammcrstcin would sweat out 


lyrics for weeks, but Larry wrote a lyric 
in ten minutes," on scraps of paper, any- 
where, everywhere. 


And "you must remember that Dick 


Rodgcrs has a fantastic capacity for work. 
Do you know that In 1926 alone they had 
five shows on Broadway? Often they did two 
a season. 


"Today a man like Stephen Sondhcim 


won't do a show except every three years." 


And while Larry "liked to pace himself, 


Dick didn't understand that; he made no 
allowances" for Hart's temperament. 


Still, they loved and respected each other 


and if there were occasional disagreements, 
it's a wonder that's all there were during 
their 23-year collaboration. 


Unlike other lyricists, Hart never used a 


thesaurus or dictionary. The words came 
mostly because the music requested them 
and he had them all there in an extravagant 


vocabulary. He was always reading, often all 
night or what was left of it — Proust, 
Shakespeare, George Jean Nathan, who so 
tickled him "he called Teddy (his younger 
brother) and me to read us passages." He 
often shared his laughter, she says. 


"He was a marvelous person, always laugh- 


ing and talking, always smoking a cigar and 
rubbing his hands together when he was 
enthusiastic. He had great enthusiasms." 


And great, unreasoning generosity. In 


nightclubs, he'd pull crumpled bills from his 
pockets saying, "the bill's on me, I'm paying 
tor everyone in the room." Wasn't that what 
money was for, to be dispersed like aerosol 
spray? 


They say he never stood still, but there w ere 


quiet times when "he'd sit and play solitaire 
for hours when he was thinking about a show. 
He had a very expressive face. I used to love 
to watch It." But "when it was In repose, 
it was the saddest face I've ever seen." 


Because, you see, he considered himself 


grotesque. He was so short — under five 
feet — that he had to have his clothes tailor- 
made or face the humiliation of buying them 
in boys' departments. 


That's why he drank, she says, not be- 


cause he was homosexual. If anyone would 
have known about that, Teddy would. The 
brothers were so close, they shared a bod- 
room until she and Teddy married when 
Teddy was 40. 


No, Larry drank because the women he 


loved rejected him, because he felt so ugly 
that when he'd catch sight of himself, "He'd 
turn away quickly, with a gesture of disgust." 


But no one must know, they musn'l feel 


sorry for the tiny man who wore lifts but 
never discussed his height, and always 
laughed at the inevitable jokes. 


He was adored and adoring, she says, a 


warm, sentimental man who never married 
and lived at home until there was no one left 
to live with. Then he died of drink and 
pneumonia at the age of 48, but not alone, 
not with just Dick Kodgcrs and his wife at 
the hospital. She and Teddy were there until 
the end with dozens of Larry's friends. No, 
he didn't die alone

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D.C. booksellers welcome return of the Dems

' 
For three years, a $19.95 book tilled "Zero- 


Hated Budgeting" languished on the shelves 
of the Sidney Kramer Book Shop In downtown 
Washington, D. C. 


Then Jimmy Carter started talking about 


zero-based budgeting, a procedure to require 
every government agency to start from scratch 
in justifying Its annual budget request. 


"In six months, we sold 250 copies," says 


store owner Bill Kramer. "I expect to sell 500 
more in the next three months." 


For other reasons, too, Washington book- 


sellers arc glad to sec the Democrats come 
back in potter. They believe Democrats buy 
more books, for the government and for them- 
selves Almost every government agency has 
Its own library. 


"It's been a long, lean eight years," said one 


book store owner. 


"Democrats tend to build libraries just like 


Democrats tend to build roads," said another. 
• The book business here slumped during the 
election campaign. Shop owners say that hap- 
pens every four years, reflecting Washington's 
uncertainty about the future. 


"Books! Heck, you couldn't even sell a pair 
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of shoes in Washington this summer," said 
David Tcnncy, manager at Sidney Kramer's. 


"But now we're selling books to bureaucrats 


who are trying to prepare. They're reading to 
get ready for President Jimmy." 


Washington booksellers say this town zest- 


fully consumes almost any good book about 
politics (at a bookstore in the Pentagon base- 
ment, military biographies sell) but national 
bestsellers often flop here. 


"I ordered six copies of that Ermn Bombcck 


book, 'The Grass Is Always Greener Over the 
Septic Tank,' "said one shop owner. "And I've 
got four left." 


"In Washington you sell all the books you 


can get on Ethiopia — I kid you not," said Jim 
Tcnncy, who projects $1 million in annual sales 
at the Book Annex, which he opened in George- 
town four months ago, "There's a big market 
here for serious political, economic, social 
studies about foreign places," he said. 
' 
"Economics docs well; philosophy docs ex- 


ceptionally well. So does ancient history. I put 
a throe-volume, $75 set of books on the history 
of the Crusades out on a Friday afternoon, and 
on Saturday it was sold. I don't know where I 
could send you In New York City to find that 
sort of book." 


Why do such high-brow books sell here'' 
"Smarter people," said Martha Johnson, 


who runs the Francis Scott Key Book Shop in 
Georgetown. "Department store novels — best- 
sellers like Jacquclin Susann's 'De-lores' or 
Harold Rabbins' 'The Lonely Lady' — will not 
sell at Francis Scott Key." 


New York publishers look down on Washing- 


ton, booksellers here believe. 


"They think that Washington is unlitcrary, 


that garbage sells here," said Carolyn Zim- 
merman, manager of Brcntano's. 


"But actually, if on Monday morning I don't 


have the book that was on the cover of the 
Sunday New York Times Book Review, I hear 
about it from my customers." 


David Tenney (a distant cousin of Book An- 


nex owner Jim Tenney) likes to tell how a New 
Yorker flew to Washington, rushed to Kra- 
mer's for a copy of The Club of Rome's "Lim- 
its to Growth," then returned to New York. 
"He needed it that day and he couldn't find it 
in New York." 


Mrs Zimmerman used to manage Brcntano's 


Pentagon branch. 


"Military biographies — that's what they 


wanted," she said "Anything about Napoleon 
would sell. And cookery, home repairs, auto 
repairs — they're great do-it-yourselfers in 
the Pentagon " 


At the Globe Book Shop, a block from the 


White House, buyer Ann Landrum said, "Any- 
thing to do with politics goes over. We sold out 
of 'The Final Days' an hour after it came in." 


Booksellers say John Dean's "Blind Ambi- 


tion" and other Watergate books sell well So 
do heavy books like Herman Kahn's "The 
Next 200 Years" and the Club of Rome's "Re- 
shaping International Order;" Ralph Nader's 
books, and memoirs by elder statesmen. 


Jim Tenney thinks John F. Kennedy gave 


the Democrats a good reputation among book- 
store owners. "I remember when JFK got on 
an airplane with a copy of Lord Dcvid Cecil's 
biography of Lord Melbourne, there was a big 
run on It." 


Tenney ticks off the names of seven or eight 


bookstores which have opened in the last six 
months. Bill Kramer has opened three since 
inheriting his Sidney Kramer Books, founded 
in 1946 by his late father. "Washington's a hot 
book town," he said. ,.,„,. 


Newman attacks 
verbal excesses 
of public figures

The educators, newsmen and public figures 


whose comments often influence our daily 
lives arc also doing the most harm to the 
English language, says Edwin Newman. 


Two years ago, Newman became a hero for 


thousands of grammar critics when his best- 
seller, "Strictly Speaking," provided enlight- 
ening and funny examples of the misuse of the 
English language. 


In his new book, "Civil Tongue," Newman 


continues to offer evidence of the nonsense and 
jibbcrish that often flows from the pens and 
mouths of the nation's educators, politicians 
and opinion makers. 


"A civil tongue to me Is a language that is 


not bogged down in jargon, not puffed up 
with false dignity, not studded with trick 
phrases that have lost their meaning," writes 
Newman, an NBC newsman. 


In a country where "human Interment 


space" takes the place of cemeteries, where 
people arc nonrctaincd or cxcesscd rather than 
fired, and where word processing centers re- 
place typing pools, Newman finds a plethora 
of anecdotes that spotlight the misuse of the 
language. 


Newman strikes nearly every Institution to 


bring his point home, and press clippings, 
comments and stories of language blunders 
from readers of his first book provide a good 
share of his examples. 


Newman relics on anecdotes and humorous

llape is not a crime of lust but one of vi- 


olence and power. 


Its victims arc not limited to the shapely, 


young blondes of newspaper headlines but in- 
clude all women from Infancy through old age. 


Hapc Is not a new social crime that is mak- 


ing Its way onto the police blotters because of 
changing morals in the country • it dates 
back to Biblical times. 


These are some of the myths and facts 


about rape that Susan Brownmiller puts forth 
In "Against Our Will: Men, Women and 
llape." Heralded as one of the most important 
social documents of the decade when it was 
first published in 1975, this comprehensive 
study of rape Is now available In paperback. -' 


Ms. Brownmiller traces the history of rape 


in war from Biblical times through Bangla- 
desh and Vietnam. She explores the origins 
of rape laws and rape In America from sla- 
very to the present time including homo- 
sexual rapes In prisons and child rapes in 
homes. 


Ms. Brownmiller, who has a Journalistic 


background, spent four years researching 
data for her book and the result is a solid 
documentation of rape victims. The 458 page 
book Includes another 50 page list of the re- 
source material Ms. Brownmiller drew upon.

retorts. In several instances n person's re- 
marks arc enlightening when they stand alone. 
Gov. Edmund Brown of California, for ex- 
ample, in discussing his chances for seeking 
the presidency in 1980 is quoted as saying, 
"my equation Is sufficiently complex to admit 
various outcomes." 


Although the book has* its moments of hu- 


mor, the writing is often dry and becomes bog- 
ged down as Newman overstates his case. 


The overuse of the word dialogue, which Is 


often used by politicians and educators in 
place of conversation, is treated In four pages. 
After the first page Newman loses the reader 
and diminishes the importance of his argu- 
ment. 


Although his witty comments and anecdotes 


give the reader an awareness of grammatical 
errors, Newman would have done the reader a 
greater service by using less comedy and of- 
fering more explanation about the pitfalls of 
grammatical errors. 


Hopefully, if Newman continues his crusade, 


his next book will offer more intellectual depth. 


She gives details about the more famous 


rape cases like the ScotUboro boys and the 
Boston Stranglcr in addition to the less sensa- 
tional rapes to draw a portrait of the rapists. 
She also talks to rape victims to learn of their 
experiences in reporting rapes, reasons they 
may have decided not to report rapes and the 
psychological reaction to rape. 


The portrayal of a young girl walking down 


the street in a very provocative manner tea- 
sing an innocent man Is destroyed as she talks 
to elderly, homely and all kinds of different 
women who have been the victims of this 
devastating crime. 


There were 51,000 founded cases of forcible 


rape and attempted rape in the U.S. in 1973 
according to FBI statistics cited in the book. 
(It is conservatively estimated that only one 
of five rapes or attempted rapes Is reported, 
meaning actual rapes and rape attempts 
probably numbered 255,000.) Arrests were 
made in 51 per cent of the cases, 76 per 
cent of those arrested were prosecuted and 
53 per cent were convicted. This means the 
chance of being arrested and convicted of 
rape are one out of twenty-five. 


All this points to the need to do something 


to slop this crime. Unfortunately this is the 
weak point of the book. Ms. Brownmiller has 
some concrete ideas for changing rape laws, 
making it easier to report rapes and im- 
proving the court system In rape cases but 
these points arc tied in with feminist ideas 
that cloud the issues. Ms. Brownmiller's 
analysis of her material at times becomes a 
trying attempt to set forth feminist dogma. 


The book is a classic In its documentation 


of the history of rape and one that forces 
the reader to rcevaluate his feelings about 
rape and possibly think about change. 


'Emerald' follows 
Da Vinci's quest 
for knowledge

The authors fail to grasp the opportunity to 


describe the 15th Century vividly and instead, 
resort to several loaded paragraphs. Recall- 
ing that tills century was notorious for its 
cruelty, they try to capture it all in several 
sentences as a gunner of Leonardo's is tor- 
tured mercilessly. 


The lack of historical accuracy is minor 


compared with the book's major flaw — poor 
writing. 


Yet, poor writing need not stop everyone 


from reading "The Medici Emerald." The 
book does move quickly and for the light 
reader it may suffice. 


Leonardo, here, is a young man in his "first 


Florentine period." He begins his journey 
traveling with his gunner friend, Higo, toward 
Malta. He seeks knowledge from "II Fortun- 
ato," a ship's captain who possessed the secret 
of early navigation. To most the ship's clock 
was a mysterious and magical invention, but 
da Vinci, being the genius he is renowned for, 
easily guesses the mystery. 


But as the ship's captain can answer no 


questions — da Vinci must reason his way to 
the end of the book. So the reasoning doesn't 
get too dull, his quest is interrupted with 
brawls, intrigue and sex. 


Meanwhile, back in Florence, his patron 


Lorenzo de* Medici fails to recognize the im- 
portance of Leonardo's search and dismisses 
him, But Bianco, Lorenzo's ward, follows 
I-eonardo and so do henchmen from Venice 
and Rome. 


If you are anxious to follow his journey 


further — probably best to wait until the 
library, not the bookstore, receives this novel.

Gerald Coorts, chairman of the department 


of plant and soil science, says the bum rap 
fable of poinscttias being poisonous began as 
folklore. 


"Somebody years ago said thai n child 


died from eating a poinsettia leaf," said 
Coorts. The case was never documented 
but the belief was spread by word of mouth 
over the years. 


Coorts said Barbara Walters during a 


Today Show interview some years back gave 
brief credence to the poinsettia myth when a 
group of wine tasters brought out a bowl with 
a poinseltia leaf floating inside and were 
warned by her, "Don't drink that. Don't you 
know poinscttias are poisonous?"

Wallers that the poinsettia is not toxic, she 
swallowed a big red poinseltia leaf in re- 
traction. 


The Federal Drug Administration got into 


the act in IU70, Coorts said, when it warned 
gardeners and householders that some com- 
mon decorative plants present a poison 
hazard and included (he poinsctlia on the 
list. 


"The Society of American Florists con- 


tacted the FDA commissioner and declared 
there was no documented evidence to support 
the statement, and communication with 
authorities on plant toxicity substantiated 
this," Coorts said. 


Horticulturists and florists sprang to the 


defense of the poinsettia. 


Dr. Harold Wilkins, a University of Min- 


nesota horticulturist, devoured a leaf and 
lived to smile about it. Another noted plant 
authority was quoted as saying "the leaf of 
a poinseltia is so bitter a child would have to 
be either perverse or feeble minded to eat 
the whole thing." 


After the largest poinsettia producer and 


grower in the nation commissioned Ohio 
State University to study the effects of cat- 
ing poinscttias, the FDA was forced to concur 
that "the ingestion of small amounts of the 
poinsettia plant does not present a serious 
health hazard," Coorts said. 


Coorts isn't encouraging anyone to gorge 


themselves on poinsettia leaves but says 
"certainly eating a poinsettia leaf is no 
worse than eating chrysanthemum leaves or 
those of most common house plants."

Food costs drop 
one-half of 1% 
at local stores 


Food prices in DCS Plaines dropped 


one-half of I per cent from September 
to November, according to a survey 
conducted by U.S. Rep. Abner J. Mik- 
va, D-lOth. 


The cost of 27 selected grocery 


hems purchased in DCS Plaines stores 
Nov. 27 was $20.10 compared \vith 
$20 21 Sept. 27. 


The price of general grocery items 


purchased in major grocery stores 
throughout the 10th Congressional Dis- 
trict decreased eight-tenths of 1 per 
cent from September to November. 
The average price of 27 selected food 
items decreased from $20.35 to $20.19. 


A 
S U K V E Y OF meat prices 


throughout the district showed a de- 
crease of 8.6 per cent from Sept. 27 to 
Nov. 27. The average price of eight 
selected meat items decreased from 
$10 :i2 to $9.43. 


The decline in meat prices is the 


con'inuntion of a trend that began last 
August when prices dropped 4.3 per 
cent. 


A survey of 31 selected grocery and 


meat items showed that 14 items had 
increased in price from September, 11 
had decreased and six remained the 
same. 


The greatest increase in the aver- 


age price of a single item was for a 
pound of string beans, which .in- 


creased from 44 cents to 73 cents. The 
greatest decrease was in the price of 
a head of iceberg lettuce, which 
dropped from 67 cents to 42 cents. The 
most constant average price has been 
that of a 20-ounce loaf of bread, which 
has been at 57 cents since April. 


THE STORES WHOSE prices were 


surveyed were A&P, Dominick's, 
Jewel, Kohl's and Treasure Island. In 
addition to Des Plaines, the stores 
surveyed were in Evanston, Glenview, 
Lincolmvood, Morton Grove, Niles, 
Northbrook, Park Ridge, Skokie, \Vil- 
mettc and Winnekta. 


Of the stores surveyed Nov. 27, the 


Kohl's stores had the lowest prices for 
grocery items. The average Kohl's 
price for the 27 items was $19.72, a 
drop of 6 per cent from the average 
price of $20.90 in September. 


The Treasure Island Stores had the 


lowest price for meat items in the 
Nov. 27 survey. The eight meat items 
at Kohl's averaged $881, a 16 per 
cent drop from the September price 
of $10.48.

Thousands of pilgrims 
pray at Jesus' birthplace 


Bethlehem, Israeli-occupied Jordan 


(UPD—The Roman Catholic patri- 
arch of Jerusalem led thousands of 
pilgrims through the Judean hills past 
a gauntlet of armed Israeli soldiers to 
Christmas Eve prayers at the birth- 
place of Jesus. 


Msgr. Giacomo Beltritti sang ves- 


pers for a crowd of about 5,000 Chris- 
tian pilgrims inside and outside the 
cream-colored Church of the Nativity. 


Mayor Elias Freij predicted the 


largest number of visitors in Bethle- 
hem for Christmas ceremonies since 
Isreal captured the town from Jordan 
during the 1967 Middle East War. 


"This will be a record for the last 10 


years," Freij said as he viewed the 
arriving Christians. "We expect 20,000 
visitors in Manger Square tonight - - 
more than double the figure of last 
year." 


MSGR. HELTUITTI traveled the six 


miles from Jerusalem to Bethlehem 
in the early afternoon in a convoy of 
two dozen vehicles, including a truck 
of Israeli soldiers and a jeep with a 
machine gun on top. 


Six Israeli mounted policemen, car- 


rying wooden staffs bearing colorful 
pennants, accompanied the convoy on 
horseback through the green, rolling 
hills of ancient Judca. 


Beltritti, wearing a gold cross 


around his neck and a bishop's miter, 
was greeted in Manger Square by Lt. 
Col. Shabtai Brill, Isreal's red-beard- 
ed military governor in Bethlehem. 


The prelate then followed a colorful 


crowd of deacons in blue robes, choir- 
boys in red, acolytes in black and 
monks in brown into St. Catherines, 
the Roman Catholic section of the 
Church of the Nativity. 


A CROWD of about 1,000 persons 


followed Beltritti into the church to 
hear vespers. The remaining 4,000 in 
the square at the time strolled' 
through crowds of Arabs hawking 
souvenirs as a band played "Come All 
Ye Faithful." 


Israeli troops in battle gear set up 


three roadblocks between Jerusalem 
and Bethlehem, blocking all vehicles 
except those with special permits. 
Trooos patrolled the hills where shep- 
herds tended their flocks in the days 
of Roman rule when Jesus was born. 


A t Manger Square, a soldier 


stopped a nun, opened her plastic 
shopping bag and searched among the 
potatoes inside for bombs. There were 
none. 
-A 
black-uniformed Israeli police 


band played Broadway show tunes in 
the square and a procession of color- 
f u l l y clad Boy Scouts 
marched 


through the square. 


Merchants set up tables on the 


steep streets leading to the square 
and laid out an assortment of nuts, 
candies and cakes for visitors. A man 
in a Santa Clans suit walked through 
the side streets ringing a bell. 


Millions ivatcli Pope 
usher in Christmas 


VATICAN CITY fUPI) - 
Pope 


Paul VI ushered in Christmas with a 
midnight mass beneath Bernini's 
bronze canopy at the main altar in St. 
Peter's Basilica before a congregation 
of thousands and a worldwide tele- 
vision audience of 900 million. 


The Roman Catholic pontiff then re- 


tired to his apartment to place a stat- 
uette of the Christ Child in a crib, 
adorned this year with a nativity 
painting by exiled Hungarian artist 
Janos Hajnal, in his private chapel 
with only a few close aides looking on. 


Television networks from 32 coun- 


tries in four continents aired a live 
transmission of the Christmas Eve 
rite in the largest church in Christen- 
trie lights. Officials said the potential 
dom, glittering with candles and elec- 
tric lights. Officials said the potential 
audience for the midnight mass was 
900 million. 


The 79-year-old 
pontiff, Pressed 


from mitre to slippers in gold and 
white, walked into the basilica just 
before midnight (5 p.m. Chicago 
time) and went to a sacristy adjoining 
Michaclangclo's statue of the Picta to 
don white mass vestments. 


The congregation applauded as red- 


clad attendants carried him through 
the nave in his portable throne, the 
gcstatorial chair. 


The pope officiated mass at the 


main altar under the towering bronze 
canopy by Bernini, right above what 
the Vatican says is the tomb of the 
apostle Peter. 


Aides read prayers in different lan- 


guages — French for the church, Eng- 
lish for all mankind, German for the 
poor, children, orphans, exiles and the 
suffering, and Spanish for those pre- 
sent in St. Peter's. 
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
